BREAKS RECORD 


Lowers 50- Yard Running 
Time for Sex Almost to 
Man’s Mark. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

POUGHKEPPSIE, N. Y:, May 18—Ag- 
nes Sprague Wood, the heroine of the se- 
nior class at Vassar College, who, break- 
ing two of the college athletic records at 
the field day Saturday, saved her class 
from a complete shut-out by the well- 
trained juniors, is the daughter of a Stat- 
en Island physician. Her home .is at No. 
149 Richmond Terrace, Port Richmond, 
5. I. 

Clad in cumbersome bloomers, as against 
the running trunks of the masculine ath- 
lete, a loose-fitting blue blouse, offering a 
large surface of air resistance, and with 
her hair decorated with ribbons of her 
class color, hanging in a braid down her 
back, Miss Wood sprinted 50 yards in 
6 3-5 seconds. 

The world’s amateur record for the dis- 
tance is 5% seconds, and this record is a 
recent one. Only a few of the college ath- 
letes on the cinder path today can sprint 
the distance in less than § 1-5 seconds. It 
is doubtful if her record could be dupll- 
cated’ by any of them, handicapped by 
clumsy attire. 

Mies Wood showed her first record was 
not a “fluke” by running 220 yards, the 
longest distance, making the burden of 
her costume many fold a greater handi- 
cap, in 30°3-5 seconds. 


Other Girls 
Broke Records. 

Bernard Wefers, called the greatest 
sprinter the world has ever known, made 
the world’s record, 21 1-5 seconde, but his 
record was made after years of training 
and experience. 

Miss Wood was not the only record 
breaker. Miss Evalyn G. Gardner of Chi- 
cago, a junior, made q standing broad 
jump of 7 feet 6 inches and a running 
broad jump of 14 feet 6% inches. 

Those figures do not olosely approach 
world’s record figures, but they break the 
girls’ college records »v good margins and 
were creditable athletic performances. Hel- 
en CC.’ Wood broke the running high jump 
record by clearing four feet two and @ 
half inches. All the contestants in the 
field games were costumed like Miss Woods. 
A few professors were the only men who 
saw the games. 

Miss Wood will graduate in June. She 
wentin for athletics in her first year, and 
hard and persistent work has made her 
& name as an all-around athlete that will 
live long in Vassar traditions. Barring 
boxing and baseball, there is scarcely an 
indoor or outdoor sport in which she oould 
not hold her own with the best college 
athletes.

Tall, broad shouldered, she has the ath- 
lete’s trick of breathing deep and holding 
her head well back. She attracts attention 
by her beauty of face and figure and grace- 
ful bearing. 

This year she was captain of the basket 
bali team, admittedly the strongest ever 
seen at the Vassar gymnasium. it has 
held the championship for two years. It 
has only to defeat the freshman team to 
retain the pennant. 

Miss Wood has not neglected her studies. 
She bas been selected from the class of 
193 to receive the Barringer prize for gen- 
eral excellence.

She !s 
among the most paar girls. She is vice- 
president of the Chapter Alpha, a member 
of the Marshal! Glub, and of the athietic 
association.

Grandjury Learns How Fee- 
Reducing Measure Was 
Defeated, 


HIGGINS AND THOMPSON 
TELL OF EXCISE BILLS 


State Superintendent Carrington Asked 
to Aid in Disclosure of School 
Bock Trust Boodle 
Methods. 


Information which developed Monday in 
the grandjury investigation showed that 
$10,000 was paid to defeat the bill to re. 
duce the fees of the excise commissioner of 
St. Louis. ? 

This money was distributed in blocks of 
$500. 

W. T. Carrington, state superintendent 
of schools, and R. P. Thompson, chief 
deputy excise commissioner, were wit- 
nesses before the grandjury Monday morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Carrington appeared in response to 
notification by Mr. Folk that his presence 
was desired by the inquisitorial body. He 
was questioned in regard to school book 
legislation in the last three assemblies. 

Mr. Thompson was interrogated in refer- 
ence to the use of money to prevent the 
passage of bills rendering the office of ex- 
cise commissioner less attractive finan- 
clally. 

Former Senator Charles Schweickardt 
ani F. W. Mott of St. Louis are expected 
to reappear before the grandjury Monday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Folk has been informed that 
Schweickardt not only received $6000 for 
use against the Nesbit bill, but that he got 
$200 additional on the Cardwell bill, also 
in the 1899 session. This bill provided for 
the creation of a board of election com- 
nrissionera in ILansas City. A fund of $6009 
is said to have been raised in Kansas City 
bry the Republicans to defeat the measure. 
Schweickardt is said to have stated that 
he returned the money. 

Charles P. Uiggins, former excise com- 
missioner of St. Louis, has been subpenaed 
as a witness. 

The grandfury wants to hear what Mr. 
Higgins has to say about the boodle fund 
raised in St. Louis in 1899 to defeat the 
bill to plaage the office of excise commis- 
sioner on a salary basis. Prior to the in- 
troduction of this bill the excise commis- 
siner got all the fees of the office, a 


‘total of nearly. $30,000 annually. The ef- 


fort to place it on a salary basis resulted 
in a compromise by which 60 per cent 
went to the: commissioner and 40 per 
cent to the state. 4 

About the time that the bill was intro- 
duced Higgins, then excise commission- 
er, omployed W. J. Stone, now United 
States senator, as counsel at a salary of 


$500 per month. Stone testified to this 
before the Major committee. 

Former Senator Busche told the grand- 
jury that he got $500 to vote against the 
bill to place the office on a salary. He 
also named the man who gave him the 
money. Mr. Folk is desirous of verifying 
the name of this man. 

The bill creating the office of excise com- 
missioner was passed while Stone was 
governor. It was drawn up in 1895 by Col. 
“Bill” Phelps at Stone’s suggestion. 


Boodle Was 
Thrown Away. 

Money was literally thrown away at the 
1899 session. According to ex-Senator 
Busche, sums varying from $250 to $500 
were given on the most unimportant bills. 

One St. Louls member refused a bribe 
and then threatened to expose John H. 
Carroll, the lobbyist who offered him 
money. 

In desperation Carroll went to Busche, 
and, so the latter told Cirecult Attorney 
Folk, gave him $500 if he would stop this 
legislator from exposing him. Busche says 
he carried out the contract. 

It is believed that former Excise Com- 
missioner Higgins knows the whole story 
in connection with,the boodle fund used 
to prevent legislation designed to cut down 
the fees of his office. 

Mr. Folk expects to hear from Higgins 
this afternoon, and he understands the 
latter will be ready to tell all he knows. 

Lewis C. Nelson, brother-in-law of for- 
mer Governor Lon V, Stephens; has been 
cited to testify on the same matter. His 
name has been connected with the excise 
commissioner’s lobby. 


Half Million 
Paid for Votes. 


From information received by Circult At- 
torney Folk it is established that a total 
of $5690.000 was disbursed to influence legis- 
lation at the wessions of the Fortieth, For- 
oe and Forty-second general assem- 

es. 

Thi boodle capital was applied to more 
thay 4 bills, and not one bill of any im- 
portance escaped the taint of corruption. 

Votes were bought at variable rates. 
Some of the legislators sold themselves at 
$10 apiece, if the bill was not one of 
extraordinary importance. Others were 
known as $50 men, while men like Senator 
Farris of Crawford County scorned such 
Paltry prices. , 

Farris, it ie said, accepted nothing less 
than #250.

OF THE KISHINEFF MAS: 
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DESCRIBES 


Jacob Friedman Escaped 
From Russian Mob Almost 
by a Miracle. 


Bpect al to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. May 18.—Jacob Friedman is 
the first refugee from Kishineff to reach 
this country. 

“It was the most awful butchery that 
men ever enw,” said Frie@dMan; “the 
rich Russians of the town joined in and 
with gloves on their hands helped to tear 
the Jewish children limb from limb. At 
first it was the lowest people of the town, 
then the better class became enraged «at 
the sight of blood. I saw men dressed in 
fine clothing mixed in with the dirty ruffi- 
ans of the town. 

“I am a Polak and went to Kiehineff 
three years ago to visit my grandfather, 
Soloman Friedman. I liked the town, and 
as I had 600 roubles (about $300) saved up, 
I moved my family there from Warsaw. 
With my giandfather I started: in the 
glassware business at 4 Alexandroffsky 
street. We were doirg well and saving 
ge on : da f the Pass 

“On Sunday, the last y o + - 
nae while we were eati dinner about 
1 o’clock in the afternoon heard shricks 
of women and children. e ran out to ses 
what was the matter.

Grass Growing Among Cobble Stones in Pine Street, 
Near Broadway, Causes Many Arguments 


Among Passers-by.

for a quantity of the seed. 

This is not a Sherlock Holmes case wu. in- 
duction. It’s a cinch. 

‘For twenty feet along the car track at the 
point mentioned is as fine a crop of blue- 
grass as exists in Kentucky—only it grows 
between cobblestones. It is two or three 
feet wide, and for a week or more has 
excited the interest of suburban residents 
and amateur farmers of patches of spring 
onions and little red radishes. From pres- 
ent indications it ought to make three tons 
to the acre. 

Monday morning an amateur farmer who 
had just arrived in the city from his 
country estate on Duncan avenue discov- 
ered the grass and plucked a handful of it 
to determine the nature of thé growth. 

As a farmer he was entitied to a guess, 
and he guessed it oats. Later he took it 
to the Merchants’ Exchange to submit the 
sample to the expert farmers of the ‘“‘pit,”’ 
who gather there daily to sell their crops. 

The sample was three inches lng and 
contained about 20 blades, roots and all. 

It was first submitted to Richard Tun- 
stall, who was asked to express an opirion 
as to its nature. 

Mr. Tunstall looked at it and at once 
pronounced it chives. 

John A. Warren looked it over and said: 
‘It looks like rye to me. But rye is one 
of the most deceptive growths of which I 
know. If it were in a high ball I would 
perhaps be at.le to judge it more accurate- 
ly.’’ 

Expert Judge 
Says It’s Oats. 

One of the most expert judges of grow- 
ing grain on the Exchange floor was ap- 
pealed to, Judge Wilkinson, owner of many 
productive farms, and member of the State 
Board of Agriculture Judge Wilkinson 
examined the sample carefully and an- 
nounced that, in his Judgment, the growth 
was oats, probably scattered on the street 
from the nosebag of a feeding horse or 
dropped from a passing wagon. While 
Judge Wilkinson was still examining the 
sample, Uncle Phil Taylor took a look at 
it. He declared that he could not exactly 
call it. Four aces, he said, he was com- 
petent on, but these do not grow in the 
streets. 


Henry F. Langenberg looked it over and 


Gov. Stanard immediately pronounced it 
bluegrass. “It’s too slender in the blade 
for oats,” sald he, “and- yet ft looks a 
little like wheat. But my opinion is that 
it is bluegrass. Don’t ask me how it 
got there. Chances are some fellow got 
into a crowded car one night with a pack- 
age of bluegrase and punched a hole in 
his bag of grass seed and some leaked out. 
I hardly belfeve the city officials or the 
transit company sowed. !t along. the 
track.’’ 


T. R. Ballard, president cof. the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, |! ed at the sample 
very carefully and said jt was blue grass. 
When he was told the anner in which 
it was growing he was the opinion that 
someone dropped ft’ from a street car. 

The growth of grass in thé streets of big 
cities has always been an expression of 
approbrium. Once it almost lost a re- 
porter his job. He was a Missouri man 
and he went to New York. One day when 
he was looking for remunerative matter 
in the height of the ejlly seagon he found a 
bunch of grass growing at the corner of 
the sidewalk at Thirty-ninth street and 
Broadway. Probably 10,000 people had trod 
that pavement that day and for many 
days, but the grass still grew. He wrote 
an article about it and it was printed, and 
everyone from Mayor Van Wyck down 
to Inspector McCluskey made life miser- 
able for him. 

Several years ago Will J. McConnell was 
the advance agent for a theatr‘cal com- 
pany, and the correspondent for a New 
York paper. In a moment of misdirected en- 
thusiasm he discovered a few blades of 
grass on a street in Kansas City. He wrote 
a story to his eastern papers that the 
street cars in that flourishing burg were 
provided with lawn mowers in order that 
they might be able to move along the street 
with ease. Later this same McConnell, in 
a burst of prosperity, became the owner 
and manager of a theatrical company. He 
always dodged Kansas City. 


The little patch of blue grass on Pine 
street teaches us this lesson, as George 
Ade says: It is @ proof of the wonderful 
fecundity of this soil and climate. No- 
where else in the world would a few 
grains of bluegrass seed drooped on the 
cobblestones bring forth a crap.

Grandjury Has Completed! 


Examination of Witnesses 
and Is Considering 


Evidence. 


WITNESS SAYS MRS. CUMMINGS 
TRIED TO BORROW REVOLVER 


Final Day’s Testimony Adds Little to 
Prosecution’s Case in Regard to 
Death of Harris and Cum- 
mings. 


The St. Louls grandjury has completed 
its investigation of the deaths of Edgar 
M. Harris and Dennis Cummings, the hus- 
bands of Mrs. Sadie Cummings whom she 
is charged with murdering. 

No report of its findings has been made 
and none is expected until the final report 
is made. 

The facts surrounding the death of Cum- 
mings were examined last, the jury hear- 
ing the last witnesses Monday morning. 

The most important witness before the 
jury was William M. Cambron, a barber of 
723 North Leffingwell avenue. Cambron 
Says Mrs. Cummings called at his shop 
two hours before she shot Cummings and 
tried to borrow his revolver. 

Other evidence regarding the death of 
Cummings is as follows: 

Mrs. Cummings said immediately after 
the shooting that she shot her husband in 
self-defense, pointing to the revolver she 
used. 

Detective Harrington found that she se- 
cured the revolver from Thomas Dunn, a 
pawnbroker on Franklin avenue, paying 
$7 for it, and promising to return it. 

Mrs. Cummings wrote a note to Cum- 
mings the day of his death pleading with 
him to come and see her, and using en- 
dearing terms. 

After she shot him she searched hie coat, 
finding the letter covered with blood in jan 
inside pocket. She tore ft imto fragments 
and threw them into a corner of the fire- 
place. 

Edgar M. Harris was shot two years 
ago. The coroner's verdict at the tifne was 
suicide, base solely on the evidence of 
Mrs. Harris, who is now Mrs. Cummings. 


The grandjury investigated the death of 
Harris before taking up the Cummings 


case. 
Mr. and Mrs. H. B. Wamsley of Kan- 
gas City were the most important wit- 
nesses regarding the death of Harris. An 
anonymous letter stating that they were 
familiar with the case resulted in their 
being summoned. 


They lived in the same flat with Mr. and! 


Mrs. Harris at the time of Harris’ death 
Oct. 1, 191. They say that Mre. Harris 
tried to borrow a revolver from them a 
few days before Harris was shot and told 
them she was going to kill Harris. 

At the coroner's inquest on his death she 
testified that Harris shot himself in bed 
while she was asleep b his side and 
that she knew nothing of the reason for 
his action. 

After the inquest she told women friends 
that she shot Harris and boasted of it. 

Harris and Cummings, the o husbands 
of Mrs. Cummings, were both shot in the 
back of the head. Mrs. Cummings tried 
to borrow a revolver a few days before 
the death of each. 

She is tn jail with two cha against 
her of murder in the second degree, one 
for the killing of Harris and the other 
for that of Cummings. In both cases she 
was held for thé grandjury which finished 
its investigation of the cases Monday.

Former Judge John M. Wood, attorney 
for the college, filed a demurrer to the al- 
ternative writ of mandamus issued by 
the court, eontending that under ihe static 
constitution and its charter the Barne? 
Medical College had full discretionary 
power in such matters and the courts had 
no right to interfere. 

Judge Wood in his opinion said: ‘There 
is an exception to the rule as general as 
the rule itself. If the discretionary power 
of such an institution !s exercised with. 
manifest injustice, then mandamus lies to 
comtrol such abuse of discretionary wer, 
and where issue involves a ministerial ac 
merely mandamus lies to compel the per-. 
formance of such ministerial act.”’ 

On this ground Judge Wood overruled 
the demurrer of Barnes Medical College 
and the case will now be heard in full, it 
being necassary. under the court’s ruling. 
for York to prove that the college acted 
unjustly in refusing him a diploma ‘and 
degree.

Three Bills Now Before As- 
sembly Provide for Vacat- 
ing Streets and Alleys for 
Track Laying.

HEAVY BONDS FIXED; 
NO PAY OFFERED CITY 


Property Owners Opposing 
Measures Say Oompany 
Should Be Required to 
Keep Contracts With City. 


Three ordinances have been introduced 
and are now pending in the City Council 
authorising the Terminal Rallroad Associ- 
ation of St. Louls to make extensions and 


changes in its tracks and at Union Sta- 
tion, which, the officers of the association 
say, are neceseary to enable them to han- 
dle World’s Fair traffic properly. 

The ordinances are officially designated 
as Council bills Nos. ll, 123 and 13. They 
were given their first reading April H, 
1908, having been introduced in the name 
of Councilman Markham. 

Bill No. 11 gives the Union Depot com- 
pany and the Terminal association author- 
ity to construct and operate a subway with 
approaches in four city blocks about 
Union Btation, to use streets near the eta- 
tion which are to be vacated and to make 
changes in the location, form and dimen- 
sions of sewers, water pipes, gas mains 
and electric conduits affected by the sub- 
way or approaches. 

The subways are to facilitate the han- 
dling of mail, baggage, express and other 
business of the Union Depot and Terminal] 
companies, and the companies are given 
the right to exclude all other business from 
the subways and approaches by gates or 
other means at the points where the ap- 
proaches connect with the streeta 

The streets to be vacated by the city for 
the association as provided in this ordi- 
nance are as follows: 

Eastern 80 feet of Tom street from south 
line of Bugenia street to north line of 
Clark avenue; Clark avenue from the cen- 
ter of Tom street to west line of Twen- 
tieth street; Twentieth street from the 
south line of Eugenia street to the north 
line of Poplar sreet; western 4 feet of 
BDighteenth street from south line of Clark 
avenue west of Bighteenth street north- 
ward along side of Union Station tralnshed. 

The provision is made, however, that 
the vaoation of the western # feet of 
Bighteenth street shall not be effective at 
any point where it may leave the street re- 
maining-open less than 48 feet wide. 

The side walis and approaches to the 
subways shall be approved by the Board 
of Public Improvements and railings pro- 
vided to prevent accidents. 


Whenever the terminal aspociation ac- 
quires all the property on Poplar and Ran- 
Golph streets between LEeighteenth etreet 
and the alley next west, Randolph and 
Poplar etreets shall be vacated from Elght- 
eenth street to the alley. 

The terminal association is required to 
furnish an indemnity bond of $100,000, but 
is not required to pay any amount into 
the city treasury for the privileges grant- 
ed. 
Bill No. 12 fs to grant the termfnal] as- 
sociation the privilege of building and oper- 
ating tracks over and along all streets and 
alleys. through all city blocks and under 
all bridges within a district bounded by 
a line running as follows: 

Eastwardly from Grand avenue and Wa- 
bash tracks to the east line of Twenty-first 
street, thence northwardly 100 feet, thence 
westwardly to Scott avenue, thence along 
north line of Scott avenue to a paint 150 
feet west of west line of Twenty-second 
street, thence along south line of Scott 
avenue to east line of Twenty-third street, 
thence southwardly and westwardly to At- 
lantic and ‘Twenty-third streets, thence 
westwardly through middle of Atlantia 
street to the west line of Jefferson avenue, 
thence northwerdly to the south Mne of 
Bcott avenue, thence westwardly to a point 
18 feet east of Ewing avenue, thence 
southwamily 28 feet and westwardly to 
Ewing avenue, thence by an irregular line 
south and east to a point fn the south line 
of Atlantic street 110 feet west of 
Dwing avenne, thence westwardly to 
&® point 100 feet east of Montrose 
avenue, thence westwardly and north- 


‘wardly across Montrose avenue, Atlantic 


street, Goott avenue and Bernard street to 
Adams street and along the south line 6f

Thiity-five ordinances have been enact 
by the St. Louis Municipal Assembly in 
the past 25 years, grant privileges of 
enormous value to the Terminal Association 
and the other companies which have been 
absorbed .by it. 

These ordinances provided for the vaca- 
tion of many streets, authorized the lay- 
ing of tracks and building of bridges and 
stations, including Eads wriege. Merchants 
bridge and Union Station. hrough them 
the Terminal Association secured rights 
worth millions of dollars. 

Few of the ordinances stipulated that the 
city should receive any compensation for 
the rights is granted. Some of them, how- 
ever, did. 

Ordinance No. 15,989, passed Feb. 25, 1591, 
authorizing the vacation of streets for the 
erection of Union Station, stipulated that 
the Terminal Association pay $150,000 for the 
erection of a Clark avenue bridge over the 
association's tracks. The Terminal com- 
pony has not only not paid the money, but 
nae coma the attempt of the city to col- 
ect 

The same ordinance provided that the 
north line of Union Station should be 4 
feet south of Market street, and that the 
routh end of the trainsheds be on the north 
line of Clark avenue. The station was 
built with only 12 feet separating its north 
line from Market street and the trainsheds 
extend to the center of Clark avenue, in- 
stead of stopping at the north line. 

Ordinance No. 14,078, passed June 9, 188}, 
providing for the build ng of the elevated 
road on the levee and the Merchants’ 
bridge, stipulated that 6 Merchants’ 
bridge and Terminal company should pay 
the city a year for the privileges 
asked. The Terminal Asosciation which ab- 
sorbed the company has continued to pay 
this amount annually, 


Station Has 

Not Been Built. 

The same ordinance provided that the 
company should build a $200,000 passenger 
station between Bremen avenue and the 


southern terminus of the elevated two years 
after the commencement of work on the 
elevated. The station has not been built. 

Ordinance No. 16135, passed April 6, 1891, 
granting further rights, said that the as- 
sociation should build a $800,000 station at 
Carr street and North Broadway. This 
station also hag not been buill. 

The Terminal Association also agreed to 
pay $15,000 to the city for each of all 
bridges the city might want to build be- 
tween Twelfth and Eighteemth streets. 

Ordinance No. 11345. passed March 7, 
1830, granting valuable trackage rights 
stipulated that the company should pay 
$12,500 for the erection of a bridge at Taylor 
avenue. 

Ordinance No. 1274, passed March 26, 
1843, for the lengthening of the Four‘eenth 
street bridge for the benefit of the Termina! 
Association, directed the association to 
widen the new entrance to the bridge to the 
width of the street at ita expense. It never 
complied with the requirement.

nue and Bernard street, between Montrose 
and Cardinal avenues, and all of Cardinal! 
avenue, between Atlantic and Adams 
streets shall be vacated. 

The ordinance does not require that the 
Terminal Association shall pay the city 
anything for these privileges. It is required 
to furnish a $60,000 indemnity bond. 

Bill No. 18 authorizes the association to 
build and operate a double track elevated 
railway connecting Eads Bridge with the 
olevated road on the levee, and to change 
the present elevated road from two tracks 
to four tracks from the north line of 
Chestnut street to the west line of Seventh 
street. 

The ordinance provides that the connect- 
ing elevated road shail connect with the 
track on Bads Bridge 150 feet east of the 
west line of Front street. Thence it shall 
pass in a curve, crossing the levee, Front 
street, Washington avenue, Commercial 
street, Vine street, Locust street, Olive 
street, Pine street, Chestnut street and 
Market street to “a convenient connection 
with the existing elevated track."’ 

The elevated structure east of Front 
street to its connection with the bridge 
shall be of masonry. 


Fourteen Feet 
Above Pavement. 


The crossings over streets shall be single 
spans with no columns in the streets. 

In widening the present elevated road 
from two to four tracks from Chestnut 
street to Beventh street the ordinance pro- 
vides that at the crossings of Plum, Main, 
Second, Third, Fourth streets, Broadway 
and Sixth street the width af the widened 
structure shall not exceed & feet. 

The structure eghall be buik so that 
there shall be M4 feet of space between 
its lowest girders and the pevement at all 
crossings. 


Work on the connecting elevated road 
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lines have been passed every year, ving 
away the city’s valuable rights thout 
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mention of a cent of remuneration. 

All these ordinances the association 
shotid be made to comply with fully as a 
condition to the passage of others. 

2. The Terminal Association should be re- 
quired to build the Clark avenue bridge, as 
required in its Union Station ordinance of 
1891. Thus Clark avenue would be made a 
direct thoroughfare from the levee to Man- 
chester road. 

The bridge might be made 80 feet wide 
aoe I the terminal tracks and baggage 
warehouses contsructed there with eleva- 
tors to the tracks below, so that baggage 
could be delivered on the bridge and low- 
ered in elevators to the tratns below. Thus 
the bridge might be used in the same way 
as the subways.
